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The Foreign Agricultural Service of the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture today reported the following developments in world agriculture and trade. 


OILSEEDS AND PRODUCTS 


FRANCE To Build Oilseed Crushing Facility in South. ai Sordiag to the J ast 
U.S. agricultural counselor in Paris, France plans to build a-$40-militon aes 
oilseed crushing plant at the port of Sete in southern France. The European See 
Community (EC) is reportedly offering a $5.6-million grant (subsidy) te-help fyaoS 
finance the plant. It is reported that SOFIPROTEOL, the organization ... C75 


responsible for all the financial operations conducted by the French prysceds < 
producers, has a 34-percent share in the plant. 2S 
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According to SOFIPROTEOL, Sete was selected for the plant site 
because of its location: It is in a large oilseed producing area where 
sunflowerseed is predominantly grown; it is near a large livestock and poultry 
industry in the Rhone Valley which is expected to purchase large amounts of 
meal from the plant; it is near large vegetable oil refineries located in 
Marseille; and it is located on the Mediterranean Sea for exporting to 
northern African countries. The plant's crushing capacity will be 400,000 
tons, and it will be able to crush soybeans, rapeseed and sunflowerseed. 
Vegetable oil production is forecast at 150,000 tons annually, with crushing 
operations expected to begin in May-June 1989. 


DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


NEW ZEALAND Agrees To Limit Meat Sales to UNITED STATES. New Zealand 
signed a voluntary restraint agreement to limit its calendar year 1987 
shipments of meat to the United States to 438 million pounds. The agreement 
was negotiated to prevent U.S. meat imports from exceeding 1,440 million 
pounds--the figure that would trigger import controls under the Meat Import 
Act. If the import estimate exceeded the trigger level, quotas could have 
been implemented at 1,309 million pounds. 


On October 1, USDA issued its final 1987 import estimate of 1,339 
million pounds--1 million pounds below the trigger level. The estimate was 
based on verbal agreements between the United States and both Australia and 
New Zealand to limit their exports. Australia agreed to limit exports to 722 
million pounds.

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Imports from the two countries have increased in 1987, whereas 
imports from other countries have not been a factor in the higher import 
levels. Since Australia and New Zealand together account for 75 percent of 
historical imports subject to the U.S. Meat Import Act, the voluntary 
restraint agreements with these two countries are expected to hold total 1987 
imports below the 1987 trigger level. 


KRKKKK 


Milk Production Increases in VENEZUELA. Venezuelan output of milk in 
1987 is expected to total 1.74 million tons, an increase of 3 percent from 
1986, according to a report from the U.S. agricultural counselor in Caracas. 
A similar increase is forecast for 1988. Venezuelan farmers are reported to 
be upgrading the quality of their herds, adopting better management and 
feeding techniques and making more use of government production and 
infrastructure credits. Modern large-scale dairy farms are said to account 
for 60 percent of the country's milk production. 


COTTON 


JAPAN Records Large Cotton Imports. The U.S. agricultural counselor 
in Tokyo reports that Japan's 1986/87 cotton imports totaled 3.7 million 
bales, the highest level since 1973/74. The United States provided 1.5 
million bales, making it Japan's leading supplier; China, Pakistan and 
Australia followed. Cotton consumption is reported strong, but total imports 
are expected to decline slightly in 1987/88 as high stock levels are pared 
back. Imports from the United States are forecast slightly above 1986/87. 


TOBACCO 


TURKEY Announces Tobacco Export Prices. The U.S. agricultural 
counselor in Ankara reports that Turkey announced minimum export prices for 
unmanufactured oriental tobacco for the 1987/88 marketing season. Prices for 
American grade leaves were kept at last year's levels, but prices for lower 
quality grades were raised 5-10 U.S. cents per kilogram. This is the second 
year in a row that prices for high quality grades were maintained at the same 
level. The retention of export prices at the same level is an attempt to keep 
Turkish prices competitive with other oriental exporters. As of August 1987, 
U.S. calendar year imports of oriental tobacco from Turkey totaled 50,719 
metric tons valued at $172.2 million, up 30 percent in volume and 28 percent 
in value from the same period last year. 
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WORLD Tobacco Exports Down but U.S. Shipments Up. FAS figures of 
world tobacco trade indicate total 1986 shipments of 1.35 million metric tons, 
down 4.5 percent from 1985, with 1987 trade forecast to contract another 3 
percent. Worldwide cigarette exports during 1986 rose marginally to 362.8 
billion pieces. Despite stagnant world tobacco trade, U.S. exports of leaf 
for 1987 are projected to total 240,000 tons, an increase of 11 percent over 
1986 with cigarette exports rising by 33 percent. Overall, U.S. leaf and 
cigarette exports are projected to reach $3.02 billion during 1987 compared 
with exports of $1.48 billion in 1986. 


SUGAR 


INDIA'S Sugar Forecast Raised. India's 1987/88 centrifugal sugar 
production is now forecast at 8.94 million tons raw basis (including 
khandsari), according to the U.S. agricultural counselor in New Delhi. This 
represents an increase of about 6 percent from the 8.45-million-ton estimate 
for India for 1987/88 that was incorporated in the world sugar production 
forecast published in the October 28, 1987 Weekly Roundup (WR 43-87). 
Improved late monsoon rains in Maharashtra and Uttar Pradesh offset the 


effects of the earlier drought and were more beneficial than previously 
believed. 


WOOD AND WOOD PRODUCTS 


U.S. Forest Products Exports Improve for Eighth Consecutive Month. 
The total value of U.S. solid wood exports was $2.5 billion for the 1987 
January-August period, a healthy 29-percent increase over the same period in 
1986. Japan, the leading market for U.S. wood products, imported slightly 
more than $1.0 billion, a 34-percent increase over the previous January-August 
trading activity. Hardwood logs, lumber and flooring experienced impressive 
gains in export values as did softwood plywood, logs and lumber. 


U.S. hardwood lumber exports of $289 million were up 30 percent over 
the January—-August 1986 trading period. The export value of hardwood flooring 
was up 54 percent to $7 million, veneer was up 41 percent to $71 million, and 
logs were up 16 percent to $79 million over the same period last year. 
Softwood logs, lumber and plywood were up 29, 31 and 43 percent, respectively, 
with shipments valued at $934 million, $530 million and $111 million. 


Total U.S. wood products imports were $3.6 billion, an increase of 
0.3 percent compared to the January-August trading activity for last year. 


U.S. imports of softwood lumber from Canada totaled $1.8 billion (9.4 billion 
board feet), down 6 percent. 


CREDIT NOTES 


Section 416 Action Announced for COLOMBIA. Colombia signed a Section 
416 agreement for 88,073 tons of hard red winter wheat valued at $9.6 million. 
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The U.S. dollar declined against all major currencies for the week 


ing October 29. 


Despite intervention by the central bank of Japan, on 
Wednesday the dollar fell to a post-World War II low of 137.55 yen.

Wednesday, the dollar hit a 7-year low against the West German mark, the Dutch 
guilder, 5-year lows against the British pound, French franc and Italian lire, 
and a post-World War II low against the Swiss franc.
